In pursuance of the above offer we take pleas¬ 
ure in proposing to the subscribers to the 
Publishers’ Weekly as a prize question which 
will combine both instruction and profit the 
subject as indicated, viz.: 

What ten books of 1881 do you consider most 
likely to become “ Books of all Time”? or, to put 
the question in a more practical manner, What 
ten books are likely to remain good stock, 
owing to a happy combination of intrinsic 
merit, popularity, and good publishing? 

RULES FOR COMPETITORS. 

1. The answer shall consist of a list of ten new works 
(not new editions), selected from last year’s publications 
(American or reprint). 

2. The ten dollars will be awarded in three prizes as fol¬ 
lows: for the best list, $5; for the second, $3; for the third, $2. 

3. The list must be written legibly in ink, with short titles 
and names of authors preceding titles and numbered con¬ 
secutively in accordance with the estimation in which they 
are held by the competitor. They must be presented in two 
forms : (1) on a sirgle note-paper sheet (each book begin¬ 
ning a new line ; (2) on single slips (5x2 inches), each con¬ 
taining title of only one book and its number.

POOLE’S INDEX TO PERIODICAL LIT¬ 
ERATURE. 

Front the N. Y. Times. 

James R. Osgood & Co. have undertaken to 
publish the new “ Index to Periodical Litera¬ 
ture” edited by Mr. William F. Poole, and will 
begin the printing in April. The manuscript 
is now nearly ready for the press, and will con¬ 
tain references to over 200 periodicals, em¬ 
bracing the whole list of English and American 
magazines and reviews for the present century, 
and coming down to January, 1882. Mr. Poole 
has been assisted in his work by Mr. W. S. 
Fletcher, of the Watkinson Library of Hartford, 
and has had many collaborators both in Eng¬ 
land and America. Over 40 American librari¬ 
ans have been volunteers, each one taking the 
references to one or more sets of periodicals in 
its preparation, and a number of English libra¬ 
rians have also come to his assistance in the 
same way. The task of its preparation has 
been immense. Under the single title “Wo¬ 
men” there are 2000 references; under 
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‘ Bible” there are 1500 ; under “Jesus Christ ” 
about 700 ; under “Christianity” 450, and un¬ 
der “ Church of England ” nearly 500. The 
names of countries swell the references as fol¬ 
lows: Africa, 200; Egypt, 250; England, 600 ; 
Great Britain, 1300 ; France, 1200. Under the 
heading “ Culture ” there are over 60 refer¬ 
ences ; “ Heredity” has 40 ; “ Nature,” 100 ; 
“Iron,” 400; “Education,” 1000; “Labor,” 
200. In magnitude and thoroughness the work 
surpasses anything that has been heretofore 
attempted in this field, and renders accessible 
a kind of literature which more and more 
represents the current thought of our time, and 
yet, for want of a comprehensive index, is more 
and more inaccessible to those who desire to 
use it for purposes of study or writing. It is 
estimated that it will take a year to carry the 
huge volume through the press. When pub¬ 
lished, it will be indispensable to every literary 
man in England or America. Its preparation 
is an illustration, additional to that furnished 
by the “ Memorial History of Boston,” of what 
may be accomplished by scholars who combine 
their strength in order to carry through an un¬ 
dertaking which would occupy one man all his 
life to complete. It was begun, so far as the 
plan of preparation went, at a meeting of 
American librarians held in Philadelphia in 
1876, in connection with the Centennial Exhi¬ 
bition, and has been completed largely through 
the assistance rendered by the members of the 
American Library Association. Mr. Poole was 
the original projector of the work, having begun 
it while an undergraduate at Yale as early as 
1848, in which year the first edition appeared, 
the edition heretofore known to the public 
being published in 1853. The forthcoming 
volume will be as big as Webster’s Dictionary, 
and cannot cost much less. 


THE DICTIONARY CATALOGUE IN 
GERMANY. 

From the Nation. 

“ What is called, for want of a better name, 
the 1 dictionary catalogue ’ has got a foothold in 
Germany. Gustav Wolf in Leipzig has pub¬ 
lished a f Medicinisches Vademecum * (which has 
already reached a second edition), a ‘ Juristi- 
sches-staatswissenschaftlich6sVademecum,’ and 
a ‘ Theologisches Vademecum,’ 4 in which the 
book-titles,’ says Petzholdt, ‘after the Ameri¬ 
can custom, are mingled in a sort of name and 
subject index, which presents to the public the 
matters which it seeks in the way best adapted 
for finding them.’ This, from a conservative 
German—one of the high priests of the straitest 
sect of bibliography—is remarkable. In this 
country German and Germanizing critics have 
objected to the ‘dictionary catalogue,’ its un¬ 
scientific mixing of name, subject, and title in 
one alphabet—a practice which one man de¬ 
clared threw him into such confusion of mind 
that he could make no use of the catalogue. 
Probably, after all, Petzholdt would agree with 
this so far as to repudiate utterly the hybrid 
genus in a work intended for the learned ; but 
for the 4 public,’ who cannot be expected to 
have such nice sensibilities, nor to be able to 
puzzle through the intricacies of a strict scien¬ 
tific arrangement, the alphabetical plan is good 
enough. Another American practice, that of 
including references to the separate parts of 


collected works, is followed by Dr. Brunnhofer 
in the lately-published subject catalogue of the 
Aargau Cantonal Library, which exceeds 1000 
pages. We have called it an American prac¬ 
tice, but the Italians may claim the priority. 
Ilari’s catalogue of the Siena Public Library is 
very full in this respect. In this country it was 
first used to any extent in Prof. Abbot’s card- 
catalogue of Harvard College Library ; and the 
first one published in which it appears is that of 
the Boston Athenaeum, which is just completing 
at once its alphabet and its decennium of print* 
ing. The Brooklyn Library, the Mercantile of 
San Francisco, and the Library of the Surgeon- 
General’s Office, are the only others that have 
done much work of this kind. Tneir references 
are mainly to periodicals, while Dr. Brunn- 
hofer’s are especially to the great collections, 
like Graevius, Gronovius, Pertz, and other 
Samtnelwerke, such as we gave a list of on Dec. 
22 and 29. Petzholdt expresses some doubts 
whether the Swiss librarian’s successors will 
be willing to follow up his work in the same 
laborious and costly style.” C: A. C.

Mr. Louis Stevenson, the well-known es¬ 
sayist, is at work on a critical biography of 
William Hazlitt.

Professor Seeley is writing a “ Life of the 
First Napoleon,” founded on journals, state 
papers, and archives which have not hitherto- 
been accessible. 

W. E. Norris, the author of “ Matrimony,” 
is at work upon another story, entitled “No 
New Thing.” It is to be begun in the April num¬ 
ber of the Cornhill Magazine , with illustrations 
by Mr. Du Maurier. 

The London correspondent of the New York 
Tribune makes the announcement that Mr. Her¬ 
bert Spencer has decided upon a three months’ - 
visit in this country and Canada. He expects 
to sail in August, and he will decline to lecture 
but he hopes to see as much as possible of the 
country and the people. 

Mr. Stoddard, says the Mail and Express , “ is 
paragraphed as preparing an Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning Birthday-Book. It is concluded to 
contain excerpts from her early, late, and post¬ 
humous poems, from her papers on the old 
Greek Christian Poets, her letters to Richard 
Hengist Home, author of Orion, the Death of 
Marlowe, Gregory the Seventh, the New Spirit 
of the Age, and Ballads and Romances, and 
from her letters to a once famous American 
writer. The book will contain a delicate illus¬ 
tration of her writing-room in Casa Guidi, and 
possibly a stanza from one of her latest Italian 
poems.”

The book is the joint work of two new 
writers. They have also in press “Ottoman 
Poems,” a translation in the original metres from 
the Turkish, by Mr. .E. J. W. Gibb, M.R.A.S. 
The work, which will be illustrated with por¬ 
traits of some of the sultans, will also contain 
an Introductory treatise on the character, varie¬ 
ties, and history of Ottoman poetry, biographi¬ 
cal notices of the several poets represented by 
translations, notes explanatory of obscure al¬ 
lusions, etc. It is expected to be ready for 
delivery to subscribers about the end of April. 

“ Authorship and Publication,” says the 
London Bookseller, is a small work which “ has 
been issued by Messrs. Wyman & Sons, to serve 
as a 1 handy guide for authors.’ It contains some 
useful hints to aspiring young authors, with 
particular regard to the facilities possessed by 
at least one establishment in London for the 
complete production of books. Some curious 
bibliographical information is appended, in¬ 
cluding a list of literary periodicals which is 
slightly incomplete. Although the Bibliografa 
Italiana is in the list, our esteemed contempo¬ 
rary, the Publishers' Circular , is omitted, much 
less ourselves, while the American Literary 
Gazette is included, although it attained nirvana 
fully nine years ago.” 

A correspondence has taken place between 
Mr. F. J. Furnivall and the London Association- 
of Correctors of the Press, on a passage in a 
work, entitled “ Partial Corrections of English 
Spellings approved of by the Philological So¬ 
ciety,” stating that many changes have also 
been made which are not improvements, but 
etymological blunders, sometimes of pedants,, 
but oftenest of ignorant printers’ readers. The 
association repudiates the charge, and say, with 
reason, that printers’ readers in carrying out 
their duty have no personal opinions upon the 
spelling of their authors. They follow the ordi¬ 
nary spelling of approved dictionaries as the 
easiest available standard, thus carrying out the 
general instructions of their employers. But if 
any author desires to have his own spelling,, 
punctuation, etc., implicitly followed, he has 
only to give instructions to that effect, and the 
readers will see that it is done.
